Vacation School 


Is Not Granted 


Request for a $600 a year salary 
increase for Palm Beach county 
school teachers failed to get action 
at Tuesday's school board meeting 
in West Palm Beach. 

The request was made in a letter 
from the Classroom Teachers Asso- 
ciation. It contended that -this 
county's present teacher salary 
schedule compares unfavorably 
with counties of comparable 
wealth on the Lower East Coast 
and some other counties. 

This county, it declared, “is not 
in position to bid for the service 
of the best teaching talent avail- 
able.” 

But School Superintendent How- 
ell Watkins cited figures that sal- 
aries paid in Palm Beach county 
are comparable with, or better 
than, salaries in most other Flor- 
ida counties except Dade. 

The board awarded these con- 
tracts: 

Building a four-room addition 
to Belle Glade White High School, 
to Don Hillier of Pahokee on his 
$37,077 bid. 

Adding two rooms to Belvedere 
School, West Palm Beach, to Pavl 
& son for $17,036. 

Putting a two-room addition on 
to Palmetto school, .West Palm 
Beach to Sheldon and Glisson for 
$15,865. 

State approval for an addition to 
the-Greenacres city school was re- 
ceived.

Consideing the record of the 
present legislature and its inability 
to get together on any kind of a 
Program, it is probably the most

sensible and intelligent legislation 
toward the solution of our finan- 
cial problems. 

It is always easier to spend than 
to conserve and spending has been 
the order of the day in government 
for a long time, but excessive 
spending eventually reaches a 
point where the fellow who is pay- 
ing ‘the bill, in this case the tax- 


- payers, kicks: over the traces and 


calls à halt. 

It is all very well to try and pro- 
vide for better schools, more roads, 
increased salaries for public of- 
ficials, more money for the aged, 
the blind and indigent, but whea 
we try to: double the ante all at 
once and go on a wild spending 
spree and to hell with where the 
money is'coming from we are 
bound to wake up with a glorious 
headache. 

The matter of making both ends 
meet is.a problem not-only of the 
legislature but of the individual 
citizen. Thousands of folks here in 
Florida would like to*have a nico 
new shiny automobile, a new home, 
a washing machine, an electric ice 
box and a lot of other things. 

If an average family operated 
in the same manner ag the legis- 
lature, they would all gather in 
the family circle. Dad would ex- 
Plain the need for a new car. He 
would tell how much more 
he could earn if he had a car. The 
good wife would agree and point 
out how they could go on fami'y 
picnics, take vacation trips. Willie 
and Susie see themselves bing 
driven to school every morning. It

Every suggestion for greater 
family’ comfort, convenience or 
better living naturally wins hearty 
approval and everyone ‘votes for 
these things from junior to grand- 
pa. It is fun thinking about it and 
talking -about it until sdémebody 
brings up the inevitable question. 
“Where is the money coming 
from?” y 
1- When they total up the cost of 
all the things they want and all 
the things they have unanimousl 
agreed they ‘should have, the 
they should have, the amourt is 
staggering. Their income is small 
and it takes most of their funds to 
pay everyday, living expenses. If 
they are to-enjoy even one of th2 
things they want it is going to 
take some careful figuring. 

They talk it over and agree that 
to secure all these blessings at 
once is out of the question. So they 
determine which is the most im: 
portant and center their attention 
on a plan to secure that. Say they 
decide on the car. All right, they 
go over the family budget, each 
member considers what he or she 
can do to help stretch it enouge 
to enable them to purchase a car. 
There are only two ways: to ac- 
complish this—they must cut ex- 
penses and increase income.. As 
Mortimer Snerd would say, “It 
ain't easy.” 

But Dad cuts himself to one 
cigar a day. Mother plans fami-y 
meals so aş to save several dol- 
lars a week. Willie gets a paper 
route. Grandpa, who is no slacker, 
makes a deal with a novelty manu- 
facturer to carve miniature dogs 
at 25c each. Susie sets up in bus- 
iness as a baby sitter. With the 
savings effected and the increased 
income they find they can count on 
$32 a month. So they get the car. 
Because they are a frugal, indust- 
rious, ambitious family they soon 
have the car paid for and get the 
washing machine, and many of the 
other things they desire. 

It is as simple as that in family 
life; ‘but when legislators -get to- 
gether they always make a hard 
job out of it by trying to do every- 
thing at once. They -must rais? 
money, increase income but never 
elimination of 
waste and unnecessary expense. 

So again we find ourselves in the 
position of the family who wants 
everything at once, and we have 
voted unanimously for all thes> 
things; but now we are faced with 
the old obnoxious question, “Where 
is the money coming from?” 

Maybe if the legislators ‘would 
visit among their home folks ‘and 
ask how they manage their affairs 
they would get some excellent 


“ [ideas as to how the state might 


meet its problems. They would find 
that the. people never have asked 
for dnd do not want many of th> 
governmental services being pro- 
vided. They would like to see some 
effort made to reduce the cost of 
government and simplify its op- 
erations. Maybe if you and I and 
a lot of other folks made thi clear 
to-them it would be a mighty%xood 
thing.
